But for the interested Western 
reader a door of understanding 
and comprehension is opened by 
reading the novelist’s paragraphs 
on the industrial development of 
the area. It also should open a 
door for those who think that by 
various tariff and trade dodges 
one can maintain an American 
economy in health, no matter what 
goes on in the rest of the world. 
Simonov wrote of talking with an 
engineer at a plant which makes 
textile machinery. 


Exports 


“His plant in Tashkent at ihe 
moment is exporting machines to 
some 15 nations in Asia, Africa 
and Europe. In the various books 
about Turkistan written by czarist 
officials at the beginning of this 
century, the future—even the re- 
mote future—of all Central Asia 
was pictured only as a colonial 
future, and the only question was 
whether colonial politics should be 
handled with more progressive or 
more conservative methods. The 
last book I glanced through was 
by one Likoshin, ‘Half a Life in 
Turkistan: Essays on the Customs 
of the Native Inhabitants,’ pub- 
lished in Petrograd in January, 
1917. Not one of the 50 chapters 
in this volume was devoted to the 
future industrial developments. 
The author’s eyes would have 
popped out if he had been told 
that 40 years later textile ma- 
chinery made in Tashkent would 
be exported to Prague and Dres- 
den.” 


“The story makes eyes pop in 
our time, too. Tashkent dates 
back to at least the seventh 
century. The Russians took it 


from China in 1865, the last year | 


of our Civil War. The Uzbek re- 
public was created in 1924. Af- 
ghanistan lies to the south, the 
Turkmen republic to the west, 
Kazakstan S. R. to the north and 
the Kirghis and Tajik S. R. to 
the east. Its streams are glacier- 
fed. The climate and the rich 
fruit-and grain harvest are among 
the attractions for Simonov. 


Uzbeks make up 75 per cent of 
the .population, but there are six 
other nationalities including 
Jews. The latter are descended 
from prisoners brought here 
by Assyrian and Babylonian kings. 


Development 


The necessary movement of in- 
dustry away from the Germans 
made possible a quick develop- 
ment after the war ended. (Fac- 
tories from conquered territories 
were moved in to augment the 
boom.) The whole industry of 
the Ukraine and the west and 
gouth of Russia was transported, 
in conditions of incredible hard- 
ship and deprivation, to the east— 
the Urals, to Siberia, and central 
Asia. (Some of it went to Sverd- 
lovsk, where our U2 plane was 
forced down.) 


Sinonov writes, too, of natural 
gas piped in from Bukhara and 
Samarkand to Tashkent. Until 
the system can be made perma- 
nent, the outdoor cooking ovens 
are fed from red balloons in which 
the gas is contained much as rural 
dwellers in the United States have 
their butane tanks hard by the 
house.

Don't Lease It All, 


Louisiana Advises

BATON ROUGE, La.—‘‘Don’t lease all your offshore property 


at once. You don’t know what 
there. 


valuable minerals might be out 


“Besides the possibility of oil, there could be minerals which 
some day might prove valuable. Less than 50 years ago we didn’t 
think uranium was worth mining.” 


This advice comes from Leo W. Hough, state geologist of Lou- 
isiana, who was discussing Georgia’s oil leasing controversy with 


an Atlanta Constitution reporter. 


Hough also pointed out that “‘prices keep going up all the time. 
If Georgia leases all its property now and oil is discovered, Geor- 
gia will lose out on better royalties and better bonuses that follow 


development.”” 


“In the beginning, before any oil was discovered,’’ Hough said, 
“Louisiana leased some property at $3 an acre (bonus) to en- 
courage development. The state now leases some property for as 
much as $10,000 an acre. Royalties were one-eight; now they are 
one-sixth and better, and they have been as high as 42 per cent.” 


Hough said that Georgia should seek assistance from other 
states experienced in oil development before embarking on a 


leasing program. 


Louisiana has a leasing program which. Hough said protects 
the state’s interest and stimulates development.

MANILA (UPI)—Filipinos an- 
gered by anti-Eisenhower  out- 
bursts in Japan poured into Ma- 
nila by the millions Tuesday and 
took up positions along Dewey 
Boulevard to give the U.S. Presi- 
dent one of the most momentous 
welcomes of his life. 


Police estimated 2,000,000 or 
more persons lined the four-mile 
route Eisenhower was to take with 
Philippine President Carlos P. 
Garcia on the first Asian stop of 
his 23,000-mile tour. 


Crowds dressed in their native 
finery ignored tropical heat and 
made their way into the city by 
car, buy bus, by foot and some by 
carts drawn by water buffalo. 
Streets were lined with bunting 
and streanlers. American and 
Filippino flags were everywhere.

They came prepared to bellow 
“‘Mabuhay Ike’’—Long live Ike— 
their answer to exhortations by 
the Communist world to make Ei- 
senhower's visit as unpleasant as 
possible. 


Eisenhower was to land first 
at Clark Air Force Base and then 
transfer to a smaller plane for 
the short hop to Manila. Presi- 
dent Garcia and other leaders 
awaited him in Manila with U.S.

Atlantic Steel Co. will shut 
down mill operations for two 
weeks beginning July 3, then will 
resume production on a ‘“‘cur- 
tailed’’ basis, president Howard 
B. Johnson said Monday. 


He also verified reports that 
the company has furloughed more 
than 100 employesgsince March 
1, and that 90 more will be laid 
off at the end of this week. 


Johnson said the Atlanta firm 
normally staggers its vacation 
schedule so that‘ mill production 
is not interrupted, but decided 
on a two-week shut-down this 
year because of a slowdown in 
business. 


He said current employment 
is approximately 1,500, and esti- 
mated that about 600 mainte- 
nance, repair, warehouse and ad- 
ministrative employes would con- 
tinue to work during the shut- 
down. 


When production is resumed on 
July 18, he said, it will be with 
only one shift, instead of two as 
at present. 


“I look for September to show 
an upswing,” Johnson added, 
because customers will be need- 
ing to replenish their inventories.

The May gain In employment 
was about half as great as the 
two-million rise in April when 
the economy bounced back from 
a dismal, storm-beset March.

The average worker was paid 
for 24 minutes more working time 
in May than in April.

Eisenhower originally requested

tions. 


The congressional ceiling on 
funds for direct military aid is two 
billion dollars, the amount the 
President requested.

If Crime Organizes 


While it is not entirely clear why Gov. 
Vandiver singled out Atlanta for criticism 
of its beverage ordinances when other 
Georgia cities have similar ones, his policy 
on state intervention in local crime makes 
pretty good sense. 

If local people feel their officials are 
not performing properly—once they are 
informed of the officials’ performance— 
then the local people can go to the ballot 
box and change officials. No state action 
is needed. 

There is an exception, as the governor 
said, and as this naysneges has held: if 
crime becomes orgahized—if racketeers 
start taking root in a place—the reme- 
dial power of local people can be crushed 
and in such a Case state help is needed to 
get the lizards out of the rocks. 

And when such organized crime is so 
situated as to menace the good name, 
the economy or the youth of the whole 
state, then exceptional measures are in- 
dicated if the locality, once informed, 
cannot cope with the organization. 

All of human history shows that the 
pious bluenose as well as the rascal can 
do damage to order and common sense. 

The law contains reason. Local peo- 
ple, in knowledge of the facts, will gen- 
erally invoke reason in the conduct of 
their community. 

It is when crime becomes organized in 
secret, and affects the whole and not a 
local part, that local people may need 
state help to regain control of their com- 
munity’s conduct.

Restoring Aid Cuts Is 
Vital to U.S. Security 


In the rush toward adjournment 
Congress may not restore the 800-million- 
dollar cut which a House appropriations 
subcommittee inflicted on President El- 
senhower’s foreign aid request. But fail- 
ure to do so could weaken dangerously 
the nation’s ability to cope with the 
stepped-up Soviet economic offensive. 

It again is imperative that the nation 
understand the nature of the worldwide 
struggle. Even if there is no hot war, 
Khrushchev has served notice that his 
war against the West will continue on 
all other fronts—economic and political. 
As practiced by Moscow, the two work 
together in the Communist program of in- 
filtration. 

Khrushchev has accepted an invitation, 
for instance, to visit Cuba. It is enough to 
worry about that Castro rapidly is mov- 
ing into the Soviet orbit. But the threat 
this poses to all Latin America is a much 
greater concern. The Communists hope to 
use Cuba for economic and political pene- 
tration of the entire continent. | 

Elsewhere the outlook equally is dis- 
turbing. Stirrings in Africa, where the 
Belgian Congo is abgut to receive its in- 
is 
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dependence, are made to order for the 
Communists while our aid budget for all 
Africa south of the Sahara is only 200 mil- 
lion dollars. Yet Moscow is willing to 
extend credits in whatever amounts nec- 
essary to further its interests in under- 
developed areas. 

Congress should vote the full amount— 
$4,175,000,000—requested by the Presi- 
dent. It is the minimum needed to insure 
our goals of security for the free world.

No Sympathy in This 


Eastern Airline pilots who are en- 
gaged in the arrogant “the public-be- 
damned” defiance of court orders and 
fheir own union should have their li- 
censes picked up by the FAA, 


Here we have men carrying their per- 
sonal vendetta to an extreme which daily 
leaves hundreds of persons with business 
and vacation appointments stranded be- 
cause a few pilots are determined to have 
their own way. 

Eastern management can’t inform pas- 
sengers whether there will be a flight or 
not. They can only wait to see if it suits 
the pilots to show up for the schedule. 


The pilots object to FAA inspectors 
flying the jump seat to observe how the 
pilots follow instructions. We trust the 
FAA stands firm. We believe the flying 
public is firmly behind the FAA. If pilots 
on one airline can make the rules to suit 
themselves then so can pilots on another. 
There must be a central authority. We 
can’t have a set of prima donnas making 
safety and flight regulations just to suit 
their fancy. 

The Air Line Pilots Assn., which 
should have some influence with its 
members, seemingly doesn’t. We will be 
interested to see if it suspends those 
members who defy the union and the 
courts. 

If they wish to strike then let them 
do so. 

But to carry on as callously as they 
are doing denies them any sympathetic 
consideration. It is an outrageous business.

School Salary Raises 
Called for by Events 


Salary raises for Atlanta school em- 
ployes, including teachers, definitely ere 
in order at a time when the system could 
lose some of its best people because of 
fear of the coming integration crisis. Cer- 
tainly our pay scales should be on a par 
with those of DeKalb and Fulton systems. 

There is disagreement in the Board 
of Education about whether the raises 
can be granted without a tax increase 
and about the amount of the increase—if 
any. This should be determined before 
final action is taken but the two-step 
raise of about $23 a month is impera- 
tive. 

As far as the community itself is con- 
cerned, quality of our school system must 
be maintained. The integration problem 
will be: settled and our schools still will 
operate. Costs of the schools will in- 
crease with enrollments. This partly will 
be offset by expansion of the tax digest. 
But the community must and will do 
whatever necessary to maintain a good 
school system. 

School employe pay scales largely 
will determine our ability to recruit and 
hold good educational workers. Without 
the latter, the educational program itself 
will deteriorate.

Census Figures Reveal 
More Trouble for Cities 


Census figures continue to be reveal- 
ing. They show, for one thing, more trou- 
ble for the cities. 

It is predicted that by 1970 there will 
be about 214 million persons in the 
United States and as many people living 
in urban areas as there were in the en- 
tire nation in 1950—about 150 million. 
About 65 per cent of the people of the na- 
tion will by 1970 be concentrated in met- 
ropolitan areas. 

But here’s the rub. In 1950, 42 per cent 
of this urban population inhabited the 
suburbs. The 1960 census is expected to 
show for the first time that suburban 
populations outnumber central city pop- 
ulation in metropolitan areas. Many large 
cities report losses in population. 

It thus becomes more and more !m- 
perative—and this includes Atlanta—for 
cities to take those necessary steps to re- 
verse this process of declining central 
areas, Urban renewal no longer is a hu- 
manitarian’s dream but a practical neces- 
sity. So are measures to solve the traffic 
problem and to restore downtown areas’ 
attractiveness as places to live as well as 
work. 

With the great capital investments In 
downtown areas, decay has become a na- 
tional problem. While population growth 
brings increased opportunity, the crisis of 
central cities is worsening and calls for 
an answer.

Having been unlocked, they also know they can stay free only if 
they hand along the key to others who are handcuffed. 

“There are 12 steps,” said Steve, the guest speaker. He is an 
elderly man. He founded the Atlanta chapter of A.A. in June, 1941. 
“Twelve steps,” he told the audience, “‘but I do not believe a one of 
you will stay sober unless above all others you practice the 12th step.” 

The 12th step states that each member, having been given control 
of himself again, must try to carry help to other alcoholics who seek 
it and to practice the principles he has learned in all his affairs. 

What Steve meant was that any of these people who dared return 
to the self-interest and selfishness that you and I generally practice 
every day, and who dared stop helping other people and withdraw 
into himself in confidence that he could live without other people— 
any who did that would be lost again to the bottle.

With supreme and unashamed simplicity, A.A. states its aim. 
“Our primary purpose is to stay sober and help other alcoholics 


achieve sobriety.” 


But the achievement of this group exceeds its modest aim. 

Only when an alcoholic can confess he is lost, can repent so 
deeply he seeks help, can try to make amends for his wrongs, and 
can lean on others who understand, only then can he find the strength, 
deeper than his own, to quit liquor. And only if he goes on living 
outside himself and believing in others as they believed in him can 


he stay sober. 


In a curious way you felt these people, for all the honest 
uncertainty in their eyes, were lucky; in the simple name of staying 
sober they had faced up to important things that you and I, who 


look just like them, have dodged.

What Motivates 
Nikita’s Tirades? 


WASHINGTON—Premier Khrushchev’s ugly 
tirades against the United States and his per- 
sonal attacks on President Eisenhower and Vice 


President Nixon raise a wholly new question of motivation. Since it 
is perfectly obvious that Khrushchev’s vengeful extremes are alienat- 
ing world opinion, uniting the West and gaining the Kremlin no new 
friends, why is he stepping it up with more heat, more vituperation? 


At the summit there seemed a 
perfectly adequate explanation for 
Mr. K.’s decision to wreck the con- 
ference before it began. It was an 
explanation which appeared rea- 
sonable to most of the experts and 
correspondents who watched his 
tempestuous performance. The 
explanation was that since it had 
become evident that the Soviets 
were not going to get what they 
wanted from the summit by nego- 
tiation—namely, a settlement of 
Berlin on their terms—nothing 
could be lost and something might 
be gained by torpedoing the meet- 
ing and trying to blame it all on 
the United States. 


Some have asked why Khru- 
shchev came al] the way to Paris 
if he did not want to negotiate. 
Why didn’t he deliver his terms 
from Moscow or send a telegram? 
There was a good reason. He 
thought he saw a chance to use 
the U2 incident to split the Allies 
by persuading President de 
Gaulle and Prime Minister Mac- 
millan that Eisenhower should ac- 
cept his conditions before begin- 
ning the summit—apology, con- 
demnation and punishment of 
those connected with the U2 
flights. 

All right; that makes sense. At 
least it makes Khrushchev’s tact 


at Paris seem rational. But it 
doesn’t explain why Mr. K. is 
now carrying on in crescendo his 


personal vilification of the Presi- 
dent. His latest is to call Ejisen- 
hower so “unfit for office’ that 
he could hardly be entrusted with 
running a children’s home in Rus- 
sia. He describes Nixon as a blun- 
derer and adds that Chancellor 
Adenauer should be put in a 
“straightjacket in an asylum.” 


Is such a tactic, losing friends 
and influencing nations against 
you, in the best interests cf the 
Soviet Union? It is hard to see 
how it is. For this reason these 
continued personal attacks must 
have a different motivation than 
when they were used to keep the 
summit from convening. 


Since these attacks are not fur- 
thering Soviet foreign policy 
there must be an internal com- 
pulsion which causes Mr. K. to 
make the President of the United 
States a target for abuse. Since 
Soviet public opinion is not a sig- 
nificant compulsion, there must 
be forces within the Soviet presidi- 
um which cause Khrushchev to 
believe that attacking Eisenhow- 
er is good for Khrushchev within 
the presidium.

In10Holdups 


Prison sentences totaling 200 
years were imposed Monday on 
a 28-year-old ex-convict after he 
pleaded guilty to a weekend wave 
of 10 robberies. 


However, the defendant, Steve 
Nathan Jett of 934 Hemphill Ave., 
NW, will only have to serve 20 
years on the sentences under 
terms set by Fulton Superior 
Court Judge E. E. Andrews. 


The judge gave Jett 20-20 years 
on each robbery count, but set 
the sentences to run concurrently 
and concurrent with -a sentence 
he is now serving. 


Records show Jett was given 
a sentence of four years for rob- 
bery on Aug. 13, 1957, and on 
March 2, 1959, was given an 
additional probated sentence of 
three to five years for burglary.

Board member Paul Stone of 
Waynesboro. said his son was go- 
ing to school in a building more 
than 40 years old whereas Negro 
students in his county were at- 
tending a new school. Both were 
locally. financed, he said.

The third form of 
payment, annual rental, is fixed 
at half the bonus. As pointed out 
in an earlier article, Texas pro- 
vides for only one variable—the 
bonus or royalty—and, thus, is 
able to make an exact comparison 
of bids. 


C, J. Bonnecarrere, secretary of 
Louisiana's State Mineral Board, 
said despite the fact two variables 
are in the bidding system, there 
are never any complaints of fa- 
voritism in Louisiana. 


“We get more competition and 
higher bids by leaving both ends 
(bonus and royalty) open,”’ he 
said.

With the rental fixed at half the 
bonus, companies are spurred to 
development, Bonnecarrere said.

Before Louisiana properly or- 
ganized its program, two produc- 
ing wells kept more than 100,000 
acres tied up in leases. The state 
ultimately threatened court ac- 
tion, then negotiated with some 
of the oil interests to break large 
leases and return possession of 
the property to the state. 


What have the oil and gas and 
related industries meant to Loui- 
siana? 


Bonnecarrere estimates the in-

state’s total income.

White, who was found in con- : 


tempt of court May 5 by Supe- 
rior Court Judge Luther Alver- 
son, was arrested on order of 
Judge Alverson because he had 
not filed a bill of exceptions (ap- 


peal) to the State Court of Ap-|: 


peals in his contempt case. 


White had been ordered to pay | 
a $200 fine or serve 10 days in a 


jail for allegedly contemptuous 
remarks White made to Judge 


Alverson during the trial of a|# 


child custody case. 


The judge granted White, who 
was arrested at 12:30°p.m. Mon- 


day, a hearing before him at 3:30 a 


p.m. Tuesday on White’s request 
for a supersedeas bond and on 
other motions filed by White. 


Judge Alverson pointed out that 
White had filed a motion to strike 
the contempt order on June 6, but 
had not filed a bill of exceptions 
within the 30-day period availa- 
ble to him. 


Garland voluntarily surrendered 
at Fulton Tower after Judge 
Jeptha C. Tanskley signed an or- 
der ratifying the ruling of the 
Court of Appeals. The appeals 
court upheld the contempt case 
against Garland. 


Garland’s surrender marked the 
end of his fight against the 40-day 
sentence imposed in January, 1959 
by Judge Tanksley at the conclu- 
sion of The Temple bombing trial 
in which George Bright was ac- 
quitted. 


Garland served five days in jail 
before the Court of Appeals ruled 
that he should be granted an ap- 
peal bond and released him. Later 
the Court of Appeals ruled that 
the contempt order did not set out 
the offense with sufficient clarity. 


Judge Tanksley then redrew the 
order and gave Garland credit 
for the five days already served. 
The Court of Appeals upheld the 
order and the State Supreme Court 
refused to review the case. 


Garland wrote .the court and 
asked it to move speedily on send- 
ing the papers in the case back to 
the lower court because he wahted 
to serve his time and get it behind 
him so he can begin his political 
campaign for solicitor general 
against incumbent Paul Webb. 


Garland sufrendered about 3 
p.m. 


Garland previously has been 
held in contempt twice by Judge 
E, E. Andrews, once by Judge 
Claude D. Shaw and three times 


during one trial by Judge Dur- 
wood T. Pye.

Meanwhile, Webb said he had 
not yet received a copy of a 
second report in which Bruce 
Davis, a Florida brother-in-law 
of Griffin, was alleged to have 
accepted $14,000 in fees on state 
revenue stamps during the Griffin 
administration. 


Both reports were released by 
Gov. Vandiver, who termed the 
first one “‘the first chapter in an 
almost unbelievable tale of graft 
and corruption.” Vandiver said 
action on the reports was up to 
Sol. Webb.

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QUITMAN—Cousin I. C. Williams up at Barney sent word to 
us this week that the peaches are ripe and we'd better come 
a-runnin’. Mr. Williams isn’t really our cousin but in south Georgia, 
if you have the same name and you like each other, you always 
tack en the “cousin” handle. You either cousin or cuss ‘em, 
depending on your likes and dislikes. 


Cousin I. C. is originally from Dooling, Ga., but later moved to 
Dania, Fla., where he went into the tomato raising business. He 
came to Brooks county in 1948, bought some land in the northern 
part of the county and started planting peach trees. At the Free 
Press office we ignored Cousin IL. C. for the first two years, 
thinking he was nuts. Anybody knew you couldn’t raise peaches 
commercially this far south, and while we found our new cousin 
a delightful character, we could not believe he’d ever succeed in 


this new venture. 


In 1951 Cousin I. C. made us and everybody else around here 
sit up and take notice. Heretofore locally grown peaches came 
from a spindly, puny tree in the corner of the chicken yard. 
There was always a fig, a peach, persimmon and pomegranate 
tree growing in the corners of the chicken yard and the fig tree 
was usually the only one producing a crop, and the birds always 
beat you to these. If you ever had a few peaches they were so 
wormy and knotty, your mamma wouldn’t let you eat them. 


We didn’t tell Cousin I. C. about an earlier peach-growing 
project down here. It was about 30 years ago the late A. C. 
Marshall planted 100 acres in peaches at his plantation at Ash- 
ville, Fla. Ashville is right next door to us, almost smack-kerdab 
on the Ga.-Fla. line and within spitting distance of Brooks county. 
Mr. Marshall’s trees grew off fine and he built large packing 
sheds and for two years had bumper crops of peaches. After that 
the trees started dying and the project was abandoned and Mr. 
Marshall switched from peaches to pines. 


All the time we were feeling sorry about Cousin I. C. and his 
costly project he was leading us on and keeping us in the dark 
about recent developments in the peach world, such as new 
varieties suited for this section. His maygolds, which are being 
shipped now, are an early clingstone which do not require the 
usual number of freezing hours, and the same goes for his later 
maturing keystones and southlands. 


It seems the peach people are on their toes these days. Another 
peach grower, J. C. Chappell of Morven told us this week he 
expects a new variety to be introduced soon that will grow 
successfully as far south as Gainesville, Fla. 


There are around 1,000 acres now planted in peaches in the 
northern part of Brooks County, the main growers being Cousin 
I. C. and his brother-in-law, M. T. McKenzie; J. S. Chappel, 
James Moody, J. W. Joyce and the Burton brothers. A large 
percentage of the crop goes out by rail and truck but platform 
sales are also popular. 


The peach season in the Morven and Barney area brings 
visitors from as far away as Jacksonville, Panama City, Talla 
hassee in Florida. You never go to the packing houses without 
running up on friends from Adel, Nashville, Albany, Valdosta, 
Thomasville and Moultrie. I can't believe so many people are 
that fond of pickled peaches or peach preserves. Maybe some 
of those peach lovers would share with us their recipe for home- 
made peach brandy.

She said that the laxity of 
adults at the ballot box, the 
failure of so many to accept 
their responsibility of voting on 
all issues, ‘‘merits the concern 
of teen-agers.”” Looking forward 
to casting her first ballot when 
she’s 18, Judy declaréd that the 
more ~ youthful voters realize 
fully the ‘‘real value of their 
vote.”’ 


Numerous other teens among 
the nearly 400 delegates to Girls’ 
State, sponsored by the Amer- 
ican Legion Auxiliary, revealed 
they ‘“‘welcome any chance to 
discuss the school situation,’’ and 
‘just wish more adults would 
listen to us.” 


The girls visited Atlanta as a 
highlight of the program held 
at the University of Georgia. 
There the young women studied 
and ran campaigns of city and 
county governments until the 
race for governor got under 


way. Delegates elected Rae 
Jean Houghton of Thomasville, 
to the office of Girls’ State gov- 
ernor. 


The pretty 17-year-old feels that 
the state was spending too much 
money on 22,000 state employes 
for 159-county operation. She 
pointed out that women are 
credited with “‘spending 80 per 
cent of the income,” and teens 
must realize early ‘“‘the need for 
economy.”’ 


Rae Jean is a “reconstructed 
Yankee”’ who lived in Maine 
until four years ago. She hailed 
her adopted Georgia as a ‘‘great 
state.” 


The Thomasville teen, who 
will serve as a girls’ counselor 
at a camp in Maine this sum- 
mer, focused attention on an- 
other problem of the high school 
set: ‘I don’t believe in going 
steady,”” she said with finality, 
until she added, “—Any more.” 


If Rae Jean doesn’t believe in 
tying the “slipknot,” the young- 
er generation’s terms for ‘‘going 
steady,”’ she hasn’t deserted ro- 
mantic notions. For her inaugu- 
ration, she wore ‘‘something old, 
something new, something bor- 
rowed, something blue.”’

We're living in the dark ages.

view. “They commit 600,000 
crimes a year, including 8,000 
assaults on women.” 


But the robberies, assaults 
and muggings are just part of 
the price the nation pays for 
not being lit up. 


“Proper lighting,”’ Powers 
said, “‘would save 12,000 lives 
on the nation’s highways dur- 
ing the first year it was in ef- 
fect. The economic saving 
would exceed $3 billion a year.” 


Good lighting on certain high- 
ways has reduced the death 
rate by two-thirds. And he said 
the installation of proper light- 
ing in one. major city—Cleve- 
land—was followed by a 44 per 
cent decline 
women. 


Powers said the per capita 
loss from accidents, thefts, per- 
sonal assaults occuring at night 
is $18 a year. The per capita 
cost of installing proper light- 
ing across the nation: roughly, 
the price of a carton of ciga- 
rettes for every American—$500 
million. 

The total investment in ade- 
quate lighting, viewed another 
way, is about $1.5 million less 
than Americans spend for greet- 
ing cards and chewing gum in 
a year. 


Powers said women’s clubs in- 
terested in joining in the cru- 
sade for better lighting should 
write to the bureau for a 
“public auction guide.”’ The ad- 
dress: 55 Public Square, Cleve- 
land. Qhio. 


“Before joining the 
bearers in your town,’ Powers 
said, “convince yourself that 
the lighting is inadequate. 


“Let your eyes tell you, stand 
at the end of one block at night. 
If you see puddles of darkness 
as you look down the block, the 
lighting is inadequate. 


“Another way is to note how 
quickly you lose sight of some- 
one walking down the street. 
The darkness engulfs the pe- 
destrian. - 


“It may be hiding a potential 
killer—or a mugger.”

“Is not a large part of our lack 
of growth explained by. our de- | 
clining ministry to these people?’’ 
the minister asked. ‘‘Lack of time | 
forbids that we do more than 
point out the need and raise a 
question or two. Do seven years 
on a university campus in an at- 
mosphere of culture and learning 
dull the young minister’s interest 
in working with the laboring 
man? Can we give more status 
and recognition to the successful 
supply pastor who labors so fruit- | 
fully in his field?”’
